PLANET OCEAN 


Where can youshrink inside a drop of 
water, experience an indoor hur- 
ricane, watch the meandering of the 
mysterious Gulf Stream, dock a 
hovercraft and shiver at the touch of 
Florida's only iceberg? 


Those and more than a hundred 
other ocean experiences unfold at 
Planet Ocean. This unusual water- 
oriented attraction stimulates 
people of all ages to touch and par 
ticipate. Everywhere, there are but 
tons to push, exhibits to activate, 
games to play. 


The museum is divided into seven 
theme areas that appealingly 
dramatize the history and function- 
ing of the oceans. Each is presented 
in three successive states, designed 
for differing levels of visitor interest 
and employing imaginative au- 
diovisual and participatory displays. 


An introduction to Planet Ocean is 
provided by a 14-minute, wide- 
screen film, The Unlikely Planet, shown 
in the first of the museum's theaters. 
This dramatic movie (nominated for 
an Academy Award) takes the view- 
er as if he were a passenger aboard 
a mythical spaceship on a search 
through our solar system for an un- 
likely planet — a planet that will sus- 
tain life. 


The other major theme topics range 
from geology — The Birth of the 
Oceans, complete with thundering 


volcanoes, to weather—The Weather 
Engine, where the visitor walks 
through an indoor hurricane — and 
through Biology, Technology, Chemis- 
try, etc. 


The Gulf Stream can be seen in mo- 
tion, its path revealed by 3,000 tiny 
pulsating fiber-optic lights. There is a 
submarine to crawl into and a 50- 
footlong wave tank which shows 
how great waves are formed and 
what causes them fo break.
